[he e.ectric power house proper takes up the whole front portion of 
the building, and is finished inside with white walls and wainscoating of 
green and red finish with a hardwood fluor and is the 
boiler nouse, 37x42 feet

This contains one 12x12 simplex wutomatic 
belted McEwen engine and a §14x344x6 piston pattern pdmp which were 
also supplied by the Waterous people, ‘The electrical equipment consists 
of a 50 kilowatt 2200 volt 3 phase 60 cycle alternating current generator, 
and a two kilowatt direct current 125 volt 16 ampere exciter is belted to 
the generator. ‘There is also a blue Vermont marble switch board with 


the latest improvements, There are now twenty-four.street lights but 


the plant is capable of sustaining twice this number with the private light. 
ing ay well, Which is a guod provision for the future, ‘There will be sixty 
electric light meters installed by the first of March and there is another 
shipment of meters on the way, All the electrical apparatus was supplied 
by the Westinghouse Co. of Hamilton, Ont.
